Interpreta- 
tien of ‘modification’ to imply that

MAY HIT AIR RATES i 


Washington, July 22.—(/)—As a 
step toward a general readjustment 
of pay to air mail transportation com- 
panies with a view to cutting down 


the postal deficit, a uniform system of 
accounting for the use of the. aviation 
companies today was put into effect 
by the postoffice department. 

This system follows very closely the 
uniform accounting system prescribed 
by the interstate commerce commission 
for determining revenues and expendi- 
tures of common carriers. Its use is 
expected to be made mandatory. 

Its purpose is to furnish the post- 
office department with information on 
all revenues of air mail carrying com- 
panies including the operation of sight- 
seeing services and of regularly routed 
mail, passengers, express and freight. 

At a conference of air mail con- 
tractors hell here in May Postmaster- 
General Brown announced that the 
cost to the, government of carrying 
air mail must be reduced, and that 
carrying rates must be readjusted on 
a sound basis. He said that the gov- 
ernment did not intend to drive a 
hard bargain, but that pioneering in 
air mail was obviously almost over 
and the time had come for an economic 
readjustment.

In the usual state of mind of the 
cotton trade at this time of the year 
it is not difficult to convince then 
that the crop is lost, and this sensi- 
tiveness to “bull dope” in midsummer 
is a market factor upon which every- 
one. with experience calculates. 

However, it is not yet clear that 
the crop has been injured, and it 
would seem wise to accept the damage 
reports with some reserve. 

In so far as the cotton goods mar- 
ket is concerned, it is doing about as 
well as may be expected under -he 
circumstances. With raw cotton fluc- 
tuating a cent a pound in two days 
it is not to be expected that either 
spinners or distributors will commit 


themselves heavily, and a hand-to- 
mouth policy still persists. 

But if there should be assurance 
of a fair yield at a reasonable price, 
next season's cotton goods trade ought 
to be prosperous. Retail trade is ex- 
eellent and the industrial uses of cot- 
ton are increasing so rapidly that 
it is fair to assume that consumption 
is ._permanently established at above 
15,000,000 bales of American yearly 
whenever the cotton can be obtained 
at a price that consumers will pay.

15,400,000 bales and the carryover 
at 4,400,000 or about 15 weeks’ sup- 
ply. This is not far above the mini- 
mum of safety, and upon that basis 
a 15,500,000 crop ought to be ab-

The people of the town may be 
interested in the project by the few 
citizens who already have become 
aviation enthusiasts. These men will 
have an easier task, however, if they 
are aided by a few pilots, preferably 
fliers whose names already are known 
to the public. 

The campaign may be aided by the 
staging of a flying circus, which may 
be followed up with a public meeting 
at which fliers may tell the citizens 
of the advantages :to be gained by 
having an airport. 

Selection of a Site. 

Site selection is & job for an air- 
rort engineer. As a rule there will 
be from two to a dozen available lo- 
cations. The one eventually chosen 
will be that which offers least diffi- 
culties in grading and drainage, which 
has the least number of obstructions 
in the neighborhood, and the least 
amount of fog and smoke the year 
round. It also will be situated so 
that pilots taking off into the pre- 
vailing wind will not have to fly over 
the city, if possible, and it must be 
close to the city and on a good auto- 
mobile road. 

These values can be balanced best 
by an engineer who has studied them 
in theory and applied them in prac- 
tice, and who can study the peculiar- 
ities of each casein the light of this 
knowledge. - 

Financing Problems. 

d@inancing the airport might not 
appear to offer problems of this tech- 
nical nature. But when one stops 
to think of the outlavs that must be 
provided he realizes that the costs of 
laying out runways, building hangars 
and operating planes are foreign to 
the work of most bankers and en- 
gineers, 

This work should be undertaken. 
not with the idea of endowing a public

In planning the airport every con- 
sideration must be given to safety of 
the fliers and those on the ground, 
and to the convenience of the person- 
nel at the field. Whether the ex- 
penditures are lavish 6r limited, they 
should be made wisely, with provision 
for fundamentals taking precedence 
over luxuries, 

It is most important that the plan 
allow plenty of room for expansion. 
No one can say with any assurance 
how much aviation will grow in the 
next few years. But it is possible to 
plan a field for present needs and at 
the same time allow for the addition 
of landing space and buildings that 
will later become necessary. 

Since the airport belongs to the 
town but is to be used by fliers from

airport engineers who 
planning ‘ still be on the job, mak- 
ing certain that their plane are being 
carried out properly. 

Management. : 

When this has been done the field 
will be ready for planes. But flying, 
too, has to be directed. There must’ be 
a competent airport manager, with as 
many assistants as may be necessary, 
to direct traffie into and away from 
the field, supervise servicing and re- 
pairs, be responsible for the instruc- 
tion of students, and keep everything 
at the field running smoothly. Effi- 
cient management will also insure that 
all flying will be conducted safely, 
and by preventing accidents will es- 
tablish a good reputation for the air- 
port.

“TGINT PRSIN BREAK 
(WLLEDATOANNEMOR 


Three Convicts Killed, 20 
Wounded as 1,300 Attack 
Guards. 


—_——- ——— 


Dannemora, N. Y., July 22.—(/)— 
Behind a smoke screen issuing from a 
building they set afire, a band of the 
toughest criminals in the state led 
1,300 inmates of Clinton prison in a 
break for liberty today. 

When the smoke cleared three con- 


lviets were dead, 20 were wounded, 


two guards were injured, the prison 
carpenter shop was burned and the 
dynamo that furnished the prison 


‘light was smashed, but not a prisoner 


had escaped. 

The instigators and leaders of the 
riot, which finally was quelled by 
guards mounted on the walls with 
rifles and machine guns, were lifers 
sent to Clinton prison for discipline 
from other state prisons where they 
had proven ‘themselves “hard cases.” 

In a statement issued after the riot 
had been quelled, Warden Harry M. 
Kaiser said that trouble had been in 
the air for weeks among the life 
termers. Today’s roll call showed 118 
prisoners serving a life sentence; 400 
serving 20 years or more, and others 
with shorter terms, bringing the total 
to 1,568 inmates. 

1,300 in Mess Hall. 


Thirteen hundred convicts’ took 
their places in the mess hall for 
breakfast this morning, with no out- 
ward indication that trouble was 
brewing. After the meal they filed 
into the prison yard on their way to 
the various prison shops. 

As the convicts reached the yard 
they began to mill about. Unarmed 
inside guards dashed into the break- 
ing ranks in an effort to reach the 
ringleaders and return them to their 
cells. They were overpowered and 
badly beaten. Two, Ernest Bressette 
and Arthur Murphy, were attacked 
and injured. 

One group of convicts set fire to 
the carpenter and weave shop, while 
another raided the power house, 
smashing the dynamo and leaving the 
institution without lights or electric 
power. 

Make Dash for Walls. « 


Under cover of the smoke screen 
from the burning shop, three groups 
of convicts made a dash for the three 
walls, ignoring the whistle signal or- 
dering them to return to their cells. 
The fourth side of the enclosure was 
protected by a 20-foot steel fence sep- 
arating the yard from the administra- 
tion building... As the convicts at- 
tempted to scale the 20-foot stone 
walls of the yard they were met by 
the concerted fire of guards on the 
wall, armed with shotguns and ma- 
chine guns. Their use of the human 
ladder method of reaching the top 
brought them directly in the line of 
fire and they fell back without gain- 
ing their objective. 

Meanwhile, the prison siren wailed 
out its signal of a “prison break.” 
a tocsin known far and wide through- 
out this section. In Dannemora men 
ahd boys dropped their work and. 
seizing weapons, rushed to the prison 
to aid in quelling the riot. Krom 
Malone barracks 35 state troopers 
rushed to the scene in automobiles. 
while customs border patrolmen and 
even game wardens hastened to Dan- 
nemora. Local residents cleaned out 
the stock of two hardware stores to 
obtain firearms and ammunition for 
defense of the prison walls. 

Barricade Windows. 

One group of convicts took refuge 
in a storehouse, barricading the win- 
dows and doors with bales” of cotton,

The hundred-to-one chance.of a mis- 


firing weapon early Monday night 
snelled the difference between life and 
death for Call Officer C. E. Floyd, 
when, with his partner, Call Officer 


L.. E. Ratledge, he was attempting to 
arrest a negro who had run amuck 


in the vicinity of Bedford place and 
Fairfax alley. 
Several terrified residents of the

neighborhood telephoned police sta- 
tion ‘telling of a negro man walking 
about the streets there, alternately 
discharging a shotgun in the air and 
at anyone who changed to show him- 
self in the houses near the corner. 

The call officers sped to the scene 
and found the marauder pacing sentry- 
like along the street with his gun on 
his shoulder,. but as the officers ap- 
proached he seemed not to sense their 
presence until they were within a few 
feet. He then turned swiftly and train- 
ing the gun directly at Floyd, pulled 
the trigger. Instead of the death- 
bringing roar there was a sharp click 
and the negro turned and fled. 

The officers. started in pursuit and 
caught the fleeing man after a chase 
of about five blocks. A loaded ear- 
tridge was found under the hammer. 

The negro, who gave his name as 
F'rgd Johnsow, of the rear of 515 West 
Peachtree street, was placed under 
$500 bond on charges of disorderly 
conduct, resisting arrest and shooting 
at another. None of his shots took 
effect on persons but houses bore 
marks of his wild firing,
